Applicant's arguments filed 7/31/06 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

The applicant argues that the interpreted synthesizer of Gardner does not disclose "transmitter input signal is provided by the synthesizer". 
The examiner respectfully disagrees. Gardner's transmitter input signal originates from microphone 30 which is sent to the oscillation 
circuits (Column 3, lines 60-65). As can be seen by figure 2, the output of the microphone 30 is sent to both Comm Circuits 1 and 2, 
element umbers 54 and 66, which were interpreted as the claimed synthesizer in the previous office action. Therefore, the interpreted 
synthesizer of Gardner discloses providing a transmitter input signal. 
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
